I am writing on behalf of Second Thoughts, a nonelected political committee organized under G.L. c. 
55 and on file to influence the outcome of Ballot Question 2 (the so-called "Death with Dignity Act"). 
Second Thoughts was formed by Massachusetts residents with disabilities who oppose the legalization 
of assisted suicide. 

Under G.L. c. 54 § 54 the Secretary must seek arguments against Question 2 from its "principal" 
opponents for submission to the voters. In determining "those persons best able to present" such 
arguments, the Secretary "shall contact" each nonelected political committee on file to influence the 
ballot measure.

I am writing to confirm our telephone conversation regarding the submission of an argument opposing bailot question # 2 
by Second Thoughts, a nonelected political group formed by Massachusetts residents with disabilities who oppose the 
legalization of assisted suicide. As we discussed, the Legislature conferred the State Secretary with the discretion to 
determine the principal opponents best able to present the argument against the measure. In exercising this discretion 
and in accordance with the provisions of G.L. c. 54, § 54, the Secretary duly selected The Committee Against Physician 
Assisted Suicide, a nonelected political committee which is organized under the provision of chapter fifty-five and which is 
on file with the director of Office of Campaign and Political Finance, to provide the 150 word statement in opposition of 
Ballot Question 2. Further, as I mentioned, the statute provides for only one argument to appear in the booklet, but we'd 
be happy to keep the argument on file in the event we have any inquiries for additional information. 

You have indicated your clients are in communication with the group that has already submitted the "against" argument 
and may be able to agree to modified language to the argument already received. If you can provide updated language of 
no more than 1 50 words by 5:00 pm tomorrow submitted on behalf of the organizations jointly, we will consider including it 
in the booklet.
